In this room was a D00- 
light gas meter, which was fed by a four- 
inch main. Very little gas is used in that 
part of the building, but at the time of 
the explosion the gas had not been turned 
off at the meter. The meter itself was 
wrecked and the gas pouring from the main 
caught fire. 

The flames originating from the explosion 
' darted up the shaft of the elevator, which 
had been completely destroyed by the force 
of the explosion, and communicated with 
the record room of the supreme court, the 
office of the marshal of the court and the 
supreme court library. Before the flames 
could be subdued the priceless documents

There have been intimations that General Brooke, who has 


been in command in Porto Rico, might be selected for command 
in Cuba, but such is not the present intention. General Brooke, 
who ranks all the major generals in the voluteer service, com- 
mands only about 3,000 troops in Porto Rico, less than some 
brigadier generals Who are in command of divisions, and much 
less than several generals in command of corps. It is generalhy 
understood that General Brooke does not care to remain any 
longer in| Porto Rico than the department actually thinks his 
services are required. There has been some suggestion that 
General Merritt mignt return and take command in Cuba, but 
the administrution thinks the selection of General ‘Wade would 
be better. 

General Wade ranks all the volunteer major generals now 
in service, and would rank General Lee, in command of the 
Seventh corps, although the latter will be in actual command of 
the district of Havana. 

It is probable that the department of Cuba will be divided 
into districts, some of greater and some of less importance. The 
principal districts would be Mavana, Santiago and Cienfeugos. 
It is probable. that each province will be designated as a dis- 
trict. 

The command of the Second corps is still unsettled. General 
Le wton was at one time selected for the place, but it was found 
that two officers, at least, ranked thim, and this proved rather 
unsatisfactory.

Pastor Delivered Forceful Sermon at 
__ Third Baptist Church Last Night. 


‘WOMEN ARE NOT WELL PAID 


‘Says Female Teachers Are Worth Just 
as Much as the Males.

WOMEN ON THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Dr. Broughton Believes Local Board 
Should Have Female Members—Is 
Against “Woman’s Rights.”

night When Rev. L. G. Broughtom, the | 


past ended the pulpit to deliver his 
evening sermon. Many lady teachers of the 
Atlanta public schools were present, for it 
was known that Rev. Dr. Broughton would 
| have something to say of interest to them 
and their work, There were many male 
| teachers there also who went to hear what 
'the pastor had to say. 

Dr. Broughton’s text was taken from 
Acts, xviii, 26: ‘“‘Priscilla—Woman in the 
role of teacher.” 

The pastor spoke principally and at great 
length on the injustice to which, he said, 
the female teachers were subjected by the 
way they were discriminated against as to 
salaries and employment as compared with 
the males. He also spoke of the coming 
Peace Jubilee and the part the school chil- 
dren of Atlanta were to take init. He of- 
fered several suggestions in elaboration of 


’ the project in connection with the children’s | 
a 


part. 

“It was wonderful,’’ said he, ‘show much 
can be expressed In a simple word. I re- 
member being in a Boston cemetery one 
day, and I saw a simple, neat, white square 
containing only one grave. On that stone 
Ieaw a hand pointing upward and just one 
word told what it contained. That word 
was ‘mother.’ Yet what a story it contain- 
ed! I could have written a history of her 
tcils and sacrifices, of ner undying devotion’ 
and love. And the finger that pointed up- 
ward would have furnished me with sug- 
gestions enough to have written a book on 
the heavenward tendencies of ‘her life, of 
her labor and love. So like this are the few 
words concerning the life and services of 
the heroine of our story tonight, who for 
two thousand years has lived in the hearts 
of the civilized world, and yet there are 
few things written of her in sacred writ. 
But when she is spoken of it is in that deep, 
expressive manner that reveals almost in- 
finite truth between the lines. 

“IT have no sympathy with these 
old maid woman’s rights women who 
are constantly endeavoring to discour- 
age marriage. I believe in marriage. 
It is an institution formed of God—as 
sacred as life.”’ 

On the subject of teaching, Dr. Brough- 
ton had strong views. 

“Teadhing is a great profession,” said 
he. “It ranks next to the preaching of the 
gospel, I am glad to see the country appre- 
ciating this more and more. The time has ~~ 
been when mighty black clouds of ignorance 
rested over our people in the southland. 
Rut the cloud is breaking away. Here and 
there the sunlight is glancing through. I 
am proud of Atlanta along this line. Of 
late I have studied Atlanta’s educational 
institutions and am prepared to say that, 
so far as I know, and I have looked.some- 
what into the matter, Atlanta has the Very 
best publie school system. 

“Among the arrangements for our Peace 
Jubilee it is intended to march President 
McKinley behind a column of our school 
children. What an impression that will 
make! It will do more to create publica 
sentiment in our favor than anything else 
that could be done. I hope they will all 
carry a flag. Personally I should like ‘to 
see them carry a flag with the stars and 
stripes on one side and the Bible on the 
other, for I thoroughly believe that the 
flag, the cross and the school are to be 
linked together like twin sisters ‘in usher- 
ing forth Greater America, and finally to 
bring to pass that glorious jubilee toward 
which all things are tending. 

“But while we are proud that we can 
say these things of our schools, there are 
some things that need more careful atten- 
tion. First, our schools are too crowded. 
We need more house room. Take the 
buildings for instance, for our own com- 
munity—that old Marietta street building 
is a disgrace—a shame to this city. Our 
children are packed in there like sardines. 
It ig badly heated and badly ventilated. 
It is out of date Atlanta ought to give 
our people a better building, and that at 
once, 

“Then there is a system of discrimi- 
nation here between male and female 
teachers which is a shame. I have 
carefully gone over the catalogue and 
I find that men in every case get 
more money than do women. 

“Take for instance, the high schools. In 
the Boys’ High school the superintendent 
gets $2,000 and the others $1,500 and $1,400 
and the janitor $35. The Girls’ High schoo! 
principal gets $1.00 and the others $750 and 
the janitor gets $150. And all the way 
through this same unfair treatment pre- 
vaila. Whenever males and females are 
brought into competition males are paid 
more than females for the same work. This 
is wrong. 

“To my mind there is no greater ‘social 
problem than this. In Philadelphia some 
time ago sé@veral hundred clerks lost their 
positions because their employers found 
they could get women far cheap’ ¢ to do 
the same work. God alone knuws what 
this will eventually lead to. Certainly our 
schools cannot afford to be a parity such 
a state of things. 


“Pay these good women the same 


that you pay the men. If he is worth 
it she is worth it. It is dishonest to 
discriminate against her because she is 
a woman. 

“r believe the schoolroom ifs the one 
place above all others where she can af- 
ford to enter in competition with men. 
God has specially endowed her as a teach- 
er. She has more heart, more patience 
than a man, and say what you will, heart 
power is a great necessity to a teacher. 

“I tell you God intended woman to teach 
the young mind. I honor our brethren of 
the Atlanta school board for putting 
women in charge, practically, of our chil- 
dren to teach. Outside of the Boys’ High 
school there is but one male teacher in 


all our white schools. It is right. I want 
my child taught in a public School by a 
woman teacher until he leaves that school. 

“Let us not cut wages in order to get 
women teachers. Rather let us pay them 
as much or more than a man. I'll go 
further and say that if she is so well qual- 
ified to teach she is likewise qualified to 
plan for the teaching. 

“I believe women should have a 
place on our city and state school 
boards. I hope the day is not far dis- 
tant when Atlanta will step out from 
her shell on this line and put women 
on her school board. 

“God bless every woman who is teaching 
today, whether in so-called secular things 
or things distinctly sacred. It is a great 
gift to be able to teach with a woman’s 
instinct. How many a godly life can trace 
its beginning to where women sowed the 
first seed? It was my female teacher who 
led me to Christ. I well remember my 
teacher and her work for me, and when I 
get to heaven I shall not be satisfied until 
I have found her and cast my crown at her 
feet. n

| e bs hited States senate will be determined 
very, largely by the result of the elections 
uesday, when twenty-three states elect 
legislatures, which will in turn elect sen- 
ators. The present party strength in the 
senate is as follows: 

Republicans, 43; democrats, 34; populists, 
6; silver republicans, 6. 

This gives a majority to no one party 
and it has proved a fruitful source of doubt 
in legislation influenced by party lines. 

The terms of thirty of the present sen- 
ators are about to expire and in most of 
these the legislatures to be elected Tuesday 
will elect successors. In seven cases how- 
ever, legislatures have already been chosen 
and senators elected, viz: 

Aldrich, of Rhode Island. 

Daniel, of Virginia. 

McComas, to succeed Gorman, in Mary- 
land. 

Hanna, of Ohio. 

Money, of MississippL. 

Proctor, of Vermont. 

And the legislature of Maine, which has 
been elected, but has not yet chosen a 
senator. In Oregon also Simon has been 
elected to fill a vacancy. 

These changes, already made, give a net 
gain of two in the republican—McComas, of 
Maryland, and Simon, of Oregon. 

The remaining twenty-three senators are 
yet to be chosen. Those who are about to 
retire are: ’

Handy 
is a splendid: campaigner, however, and 
advices from republican sources indicate 
that he thas the best of it. The democrats 
in all their calculations have counted as 
this as a vote lost; so if Handy Wins out 
it will be @ virtual gain.

Where Changes Will Come. 

It is in the middle Atlantic states—New 
York, New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania 
and Maryland—that perhaps the greatest 
proportionate change will be found. At 
least there seems greater certainty of more 
changes here than in any other of the 
groupings of states, though a landslide 
one way.or the other would of course upset 
all calculations. 

In New York the democrats will undoubt- 
edly make decided gains. The present dele- 
gation from that state stands 28 republicans 
to 6 democrats. Congressman Sulzer’s esti- 
mate on the pending election is that the 
democrats will have half the delegation, 
which would mean a gain of 11 votes. The 
democratic managers believe they will gain 
§ without doubt, and that there is a fair 
Ghance to gain several others. 

In Pennsylvania a democratic gain of five 
or six seats in, confidently expected. The 
delegation now stands, republicans 27, dem- 
ocrats 3. There never has befare been 
quite as great a political muddle as Penn- 
Sylvania presents today. The fight for the 
governorship and for the control of the 
legislature ate, of @ourse, the overshadow- 
ing issues, and the congressional races are 
mere side issues with the great mass of 
the people. The democrats have been able 
to take advantage of that state of affairs, 
for the machine has no thought outside 
of Quay and his man Bill Stone. As to the 
main fight, it is very difficult to say whae 
the result will be. If Wanamaker and his 
republican followers are earnest in their 
determination to support the democratic 
candidate for governor, Jenks has a chance, 
though of course the fact that Swallow 
remains in the field has a tendency to in- 
jure that chance. The legislature is the 
real goal of the Quay men who seek to 
save the “old man;” and those who know 
Pennsylvania politics are free with their 
predictions that while an anti-Quay legisla- 
ture wili be chosen, it will elect Quay when 
the time comes, 

In New Jersey the democrats have no 
congressman now, but will have three or 
more of the eight in the next congress, 

Gains in the South. 

In the eouth some seats will be gained by 
the democrats. The great majority of 
Sduthern. seats are now held by demo- 
crats, but they will add to the list by gains 
in Kentucky, Alabama, Virginia and proba- 
bly in North Carolina and in Texas, where 
one seat will be gained. There is a chance 
of winning two seats in West Virginia, 
but perhaps the republicans have some the 
best of it there. Still the democrats hope 
to beat Dayton in the second and Freer ‘in 
the fourth. 

In Virginia the republicans now ave 
four seats, put they had to unseat Young in 
the second district and Epes in the fourth 
to get them. It ig believed that the only 
one of the four districts now in doubt is 
tne ninth, where there is a very bitter fight 
between General Walker, the republican, 
and Judge Rhea, the democrat. I put that 
in the republican ¢olumn, although the 
democrats Rave an excellent chance of 
carrying it. 

In Tennessee, South Carolina, Florida, 
Georgia, Mississippi, Louisiana and Arkan- 
sas there will be no changes from a politi- 
cal standpoint. In Texas the democrats ex- 
pect to reclaim the Hawley district and in 
Alzbama we will gain the district which 
has been represented by Howard, the popu- 
list, and that in which Aldrich is, through 
contest, the sitting member. 

In North Carolina, where the whole fight 
is on the race issue, the democrats expect 
to gain one or two congressmen, owing to 
the complicated state of affairs growing 
out of this overshadowing issue, but nobody 
here pretends to say in which districts 
these changes will materialize. It is thought 
that Linney may be beaten—he is a repub- 
lican member of the present congress—and 
advices indicate a strong probability of the 
deteat of Pearson in the Asheville district, 
both of which would be democratic gains. 
But as I have said, it is difficult to say 
what is going to happen in North Carolina. 
Heretofore some of the populists elected by 
fusion with the republicans have voted with 


.the democrats on almost all questions, and 


it will perhaps take the line-up in con- 
gress to tell where some of them really 
stand, no matter by whom they may have 
been elected. 

West Virginia and Kentucky. 

In West Virginia an exciting campaign is 
on, particularly in the second and fourth 
districts. West Virginia has been growing 
steadily more and more republican during 
recent years, and it is the boast of the re- 
publicans that the state belongs to that 
party. Senator Steve Elkins has thrown the 
full weight of his power and influence into 
this campaign and is tapping his barrel 
and that which his friend Mark Hanna has 
let him have. The democrats, on the other 
hand, have no money. In the second dis- 
trict John McGraw is making a magnifi- 
cent race and stands an excellent chance of 
retiring Congressman Dayton to private 
life. Dayton has tne influence of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio railroad back of him and 
his is a aistrict in which the republicans 
have poured a great deal of money; but 
despite these handicaps, the democrats have 
strong hope of winning. This district and 
the fourth, where the candidates are Judge 
Freer, republican, and George I. Neale, 
democrat, can certainly be classed as doubt- 
ful, with the chances good for the dem- 
ocrats to land one if not both. 

In Kentucky the republicans have a 
chance in but one district-_ and that is the 
Louisville district, now represented by 
Walter Evans, republican. In the present 
congress the republicans have also the 
eighth, ninth and eleventh districts, rep- 
resented, respectively, Davison, Pugh and 
They will lose all three of 
these. The Louisville district is in doubt, 
with the chances apparently favoring Os- 
car Turner, the democratic nominee. 

So much for the south. It will be seen 
that these estimates indicate these gains: 


, 


haps more, in Alabama 2, in Texas 1, in 
Kentucky 3, and with the democratic 
chances excellent in one other district in 
Kentucky, in two districts in West Virginia 
and in the remaining one district in Vir- 
ginia. 

Ohio and Other States. 

Passing out from the south we get to 
the real fighting ground—the middle west. 
Missouri ought to be first mentioned, how- 
ever, as it is in a sense a southern state. 
The probabilities are that the two parties 
will hold their own in that state, the re- 
publicans retaining the three congressmen 
from St. Louis and the democrats holding 
the rest. So there will be no gains and no 
losses. 

Ohio is fighting ground. The present dele- 
gation stands: Republicans, 15: democrats, 
6. The republicans are doing a good deal 
of talking about beating Lentg in the Co- 
lumbus district and Brenner in the Dayton 
district, basing their claims apparently on 
the fatt that each of these had a small 
majority in 1896. The democrats here are 
not at all fearful of a loss in either district, 
despite the president’s hurry orders which 
sent the Fourth Ohio back !nto Lentz’s dis- 
trict in time to vote. 

On the contrary, the democrats belfeve 
they will gain the eighth district eertainlv 
and that they will have a good chance to 
carry the ninth, If any districts are close 
it is those two, and the danger is to the 
republicans, not the democrats. Then the 
democrats believe that if there is any sub- 
stance in the Foraker-Kurtzg declarations 
that they are going to g®€@¥en with their 
enemies, there is a chance to heat Weaver. 
This puts three of the Ohio districts legit- 
imately in the doubtful column, and per- 
haps there are one or two others, but in 
those others the chances favor the republl- 
cans. 

Few Changes Looked. For. 

In Indiana the republicans acknowledge 
that the democrats will hold their. own. 
The democrats have a chance of making 
gains in the Faris and Landis distrécts, 
and they can be put in the doubtful list. 
Otherwise the delegation will stand as it 
does now. 

In Iowa the democrats have a chance of 
beating Hepburn and ac: y. but the 
chances there are with the republicans, 

In Minnesota republican advices indicate 
that Towne will beat Page Morris, 
with that exception the delegation 
stand as it is now, solidly republican. 

In Wisconsin several districts are put tn 
the doubtful column by the democratic fig- 
urers, but I do not believe any of them is 
in doubt unless perhaps that one now rep- 
resented by Otjen. That is the Milwaukee 
district, and the democratic candidate, 
Donnelly, is making a red hot fight. 

The democrats will thold their own in 
Michigan and will probably make a couple 
of gains. There is a bare possibility of 
their doing better than this, because of the 
Pingree-Burrows death struggle: some of 
our people even go so far as to say they 
believe Pingree will be beaten and the 
democratic governor elected. I believe there 
is very slim chance of this. If it: should 
happen, the gains from Michigan might 
be materially increased. 

Good Chances in Illinois. 

In Illinois there will certainly be some 
democratic gains. The heavy registrations 
in Chicago on the last day of the registra- 
tion meang that the republicans have «been 
pouring in their money there,. and that 
they may prevent the election of one or 
two democratic congressmen, who might 
otherwise have pulled through. 

Despite this, the democrats stand an ex- 
cellent chance of and will certainly make 
material gains. The democratic machine 
in Chicago is, however, in excellent hands, 
and of the six congressmen of the seven 
from that city, it is believed that they will 
get four. They are now all republicans, 
elected and swept into office on that 
mighty wave caused by the turning loose 
of Mark Hanna's barrel there in 1896. 

Out in the state, too, the democrats will 
make some gains. It is generally believed 
they will carry the eleventh, thirteenth, 
fourteenth, fifteenth and seventeenth dis- 
tricts. These are all now represented by 
republicans. There seems to be a general 
belief that the seat held by old Jehu Baker, 
elected as a fusionist, will be regained by 
the republicans, as the democrats and the 
populists each have a ticket in the field. 

This will give the democrats a net gain 
of eight seats, and would make the dele- 
gation stand: republicans nine and demo- 
crats thirteen.

with Few Votes. 

In the states between this tier and the 
Rockies there are and will not be many 
changes. The republicans talk of gains out 
there, but there is little for them to gain. 
The two states with the largest delegations 
are Kansas and Nebraska. In Kansas, 
where their chances are best, they cannot 
hope to gain more than two seats at most, 
and there is no certainty that they will 
gain any. In Nebraska there is every 
reason to believe that the silver men will 
not only hold their own, but that they have 
an excellent chance to beat Mercer in the 
Omaha district. If the delegation stands as 
it does at present, the republicans will have 
done as well as they have reason to hope 
for. 

The fepublicans may gain a seat in 
Wyoming, and it is a toss up in South 
Dakota, with the chances in favor of the 
two fusion members who are running for 
re-election. In Montana a democrat takes 
the place of a silver republican. In Idano 
there is a split of the silver forces which 
may give a republican gain of one, 

Out on the coast there will not be many 
changes in the make-up of the delegation. 
In Washington Lewis and Jones will in all 
probability be returned, though the cam- 
paign has been a red-hot one, and the re- 
publicans have at various stages claimed 
they had the former Georgian beaten. 
Lewis may be erratic and spectacular, but 
he ig regarded the best campaigner in the 
state of Washington, and the democrats 
believe he will be returned. 

In California much will depend on the 
governorship campaign. Maguire, the dem- 
ocratic nominee, has generally been re- 
garded the strongest democrat on in the 
state, but he is being fought hard on an 
issue which has no place in the campaign— 
his belief in the single tax theory. The 
close districts may be affected by this gov- 
ernorship race. This is true of the sixth

England and Egypt. 

Coal is being hurried in great quanti- 
ties to the British naval stations in all 
parts of the world; ships are being made 
ready for quick movements; secre: emer- 
gency orders are in the hands of every 
commanding officer. and the place for 
each to strike has been indicated to him 
—everywhere that the British admiralty 
touches there is the unmistakable note 
of war. The German emperor is hurry- 
ing home from Jerusalem, making a 
rather unceremonious exit from what 
was intended to be the scene of his great 
triumph. The ezar has apparently forgot- 
ten all about his peace programme. 

Just what it all means not alto- 
gether clear. The French ministry 
has declared its in‘’ention to recall 
Marchand from Fashoda; indeed, the 
order for recall has been issued and that 
episode which promised to bring a 
clash has been, to — all intents 
and purposes, eliminated. True, tnere 
is still hard feeling in France toward 
England, but there is always that. 

Perhaps the solution of the problem 
is to be found in the announced determ- 
ination of M. Deleasse, the new French 
minister of foreien affairs. to foree an 
understanding of Mneland’s position to- 
ward Eevpt. While not a part of the 
Marchand episode, it is the result of 
the clash over that: and there can be 
no doubt that takes the in-

itiative. it will be because she has the 
backing of Russia. 

Europe has long at 
the wav England her 
protectorate over Egypt. When she he- 
gan it, there was the distinct under- 
standing that it was to be but tempo- 
rary, and that as soon as Fevpt was 
firmly established in possession of her 
own, England would withdraw. That 
time has never come, although the he 
ginning was many vears ago. 

With Khartoum and the whole valley 
of the Nile restored to peace through 
the destruction of the force built up 
by the mahdi and his successor, the 
khalifa, the time when the khedive can 
be left alone to work out the destiny 
of his country has anpparentiv come. 
Confessediv, the status of the khedive 
is of interest to all the nations of Eu- 
rope, and France has the rieht 
gest an international conference for the 
purpose of ascertaining just where that 
ruler does stand. 

Should not the troors of Great Brit- 
ain be removed from the Nile vallev? 
France micht in all propriety ask. Why 
not? Russia could be counted on to 
aid. ha 

There can be no doubt of the attitud 
of England. She has no idea of leaving 
the Nile valley at this time or, unless 
all siens fail, at any other time. Her 
interests in Africa are greater than 
those of all the other European nations 
combined. The destruction of the khalifa 
and the recapture of Khartoum is just 
the first step in her plans. The great 
railway running the length of the con- 
tinent from the Mediterranean to the 
cape is to be built by English capital 
and constructed under the protection of 
Enelish armies, if necessary.

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! Indeed, it ig even said that Salisbury is 


anxious for an opportunity to make 
open and unequivocal declaration of the 
English -position, and that he is not 
going to wait for anybody to ask for it. 

Perhaps it is this determination that 
accounts for the hurry of preparations 
and the rush toward a war footing. It 
is certain that England is going to be in 
a position to take care of herself what- 
ever may happen. And she is not only 
preparing for defense. The English are 
practical fighters, and they know the 
advantage that accrues from ability to 
strike the first blow and to make it a 
hard one. 

Senator Hoar’s Attitude. 

The Springfield Republican and other 
New England papers take great comfort 
from Senator Hoar’s violent opposition 
to what they call “imperialism’’—his op- 
position, that is to say, to the retention of 
the Philippine islands. One paper, in- 
deed, goes so far as to refer to “Senator 
Hoar’s bombshell.” All this is very 
interesting, but as we know something 
about the senator’s political habits, it is 
difficult to see what comfort is to be ex- 
tracted from his declarations by those 
who appear to believe that the retention 
of the Philippines will) so far as this re 
public ig concerned, be a sign of death. 

Let us suppose that Mr. McKinley and 
his advisers, believe that the annexa- 
tion of the whole group of islands would 
be popular and to play for his party, 
which threatens to be in great straits 
before long in spite of the war. We 
have already seen that the American 
commissioners representing the admin- 
istration, have asserted a claim to the 
Philippines, and it no more assumption 
to say that the possession of the group 
is now, or will shortly become a definite 
policy of the administration. This be- 
ing so, what is to be the attitude of Sen- 
ator Hoar when he goes to Washington 
ahd takes his seat as a republican sen- 
ator? He may buzz around New Eng- 
land. to the delight of the anti-expan- 
sionists, but what sort ofa buzzing will 
he do in Washington? That is the main 
point. 

It will be remembered that Senator 
Iloar was hotly opposed to the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii. He grew red in the 
face and perspired freely whenever the 
subject was mentioned; but when the 
question came to a vote in the senate he 
stood up like a little man and voted for 
annexation. And the question was not 
a party issue. It is true that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley had reascns for desiring to ac- 
quire Hawaii, and it is possible that 
this fact may have exercised a strong, 
a controlling influence on him. 

tut is it to be supposed that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley will not have reasons for desir- 
ing to retain the Philippine islands, and 
is it not likely that Senator Hoar will 
succumb as easily to these as he did in 
the case of Hawaii? Is it at all proba- 
ble, indeed, that he will rum counter to 
the administration in the senate, and 
place himself in the attitude of opposing 
the republican president’s desires and 
plans? 
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The Puzzle of the Monroe Doctrine. 

To some minds the Monroe doctrine 
presents itself asa most momentous 
puzzle, They see it everywhere in 
every movement outside what they are 
pleased to term our “sphere.” It has 
played a tremendous part in the present 
war, both at home and abroad. A Ger- 
man editor, when there was a threat 
that Commodore Watson’s squadron 
would be sent to Spain, jumped up be- 
fore all the nations, and pointed out 
that if this adventure was insisted on, 
America would be violating the Monroe 
doctrine. Today, there are American 
editors as highly civilized as their Ger- 
man brother who see the question of 
the Monroe doctrine boiling and seeth- 
ing like a volcano in the Pacific ocean. 
They echo the opinion of the European 
publicists who say that we have aban- 
doned that doctrine. “The European 
powers,” says one of our leading editors, 
“are generally assuming that we are, by 
our European conquests, removing the 
prohibition which the Monroe doctrine 
has hitherto placed: on them.” 

Such misapprehension is startling. It 
seems to beskased on the idea that the 
Monroe doctrine is some sort of a con- 
tract, or in the nature of an understana- 
ing with other nations. In spite of 
Mr. Cannineg’s sympathy, there never 
was but one party to the Monroe doc- 
trine. viz, the American republic. It is 
the doctrine of force. It is simply a 
declaration that if any European power 
hopes or expects to overthrow any gov- 
ernment on this side the ocean, it will 
have the armies and navies of America 
to reckon with. What would it amount 
to if any European power were strong 
enough to defy the United States? What 
does Anything amount to in the politics 
of the nations that does not have be- 
hind it its own or somebody else’s guns? 

If editors will discuss the Monroe doc- 
trine. why do they not find out what 
it is in its essence, and then tell their 
readers that it is a simple announcément 
that the United States will maintain 
ts prestige in this part of the world 
with arms whenever necessary? 


Questions Easily Answered. 

Tha Philadelphia Press is considerably 
puzzled over the effort of the democratic 
leaders in New York to secure the col- 
ored vote. while the leaders of the same 
party in North Carolina are equally as 
solicitous to suppress that vote, and 
asks this question: 

Wihvy is there such a difference In the at- 
ft democrats in New York and 

respect to the vote of 
the colored people? Is not a colored vote 
in North Carolina as good as a colored vote 
in New York? And will a negro office hold- 
er be any more obnoxious to democrats in 
New York, where the colored yoters are 
being promised a part of the spoils if they 
will line up with Croker, than he is in 
North Carolina? The democratic party in 
the two states claims to belong to the same 
national organization, but in the one state 
it is doing al] it can to coax the colored 
yoters to support its ticket while in the 
other state it is threatening to shoot them 
if they vote at all. 

Taking these questions as having been 
asked in serious mood, the answer to 
them should be apparent even in The 
Press office. There is no one who claims 
that there can be any danger in the ne- 
gro vote as long as the people are as- 
sured that they will have the highest 
form of Caucasian rule. In the state of 
New York, for instance, if every colored 
man within its limits should vote for 
the democratic candidates, the people 
would be in no danger of the rule of an 
inferior race. The objection is not to 
negro voting, but to negro government, 
which are two very distinct things. In 
North Carolina we have much more 
than the question of negro suffrage. We 
have the imminence and the presence 
of negro control, which means that the 
places of power are to be held by those 
who are unfit for their occupation by 
tradition, by personal merit, or by ac- 
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, nde of the

| ceptability to the people who will have 
to.submit to it. The democracy of New 
York, for instance, sees no danger to 
the people or to the institutions of that 
state because the minority of colored 
voters may swing to one side or the 
other. There is no danger of the public 
offices, which so largely enter into the 
social movements of the people, falling 
into the hands of these persons—equal 
citizens, it is true, but who, by the hand 
of nature, are not agreeable to the dom- 
inant race. In North Carolina’ they 
have already felt the danger, so that 
with the people of that state it is no 
idle dream, but a stern reality which 
causeg women to shudder and children 
to be objects of solicitude. 

The principle that intelligence must 
rule is one too well established to be 
removed by paper fulminations. The 
negro has, in North Carolina, every 
right to live, to thrive and to prosper, 
and none are more rejoiced than his 
white neighbors when they see him the 
owner of a well-tilled farm, the occu- 
pant of a house the title to which is 
in his own name, or following the in- 
dustriai arts which give him employ- 
ment and respect. So far there is no 


room save for the most generous rival- 
vy between the races. But when poli- 
@lans, agitators, fanatics, or by what 
r name they may be called, try to 
lead the negro out of his Rappy condi- 
tion into a situation of antagonism to 
the people among whom he must live, 
they are but building up danger whica 
must fall upon the heads of its victims. 
The negro is a citizen. He has the 
right to vote, and will be protected in 
that right, but he can never be the ruler 
of any part of this country. Even the 
city of Philadelphia would rise in re- 
volt tomorrow if it apprehended the 
danger of beirg turned over next day 
to negro rule, but as long as the negro 
vote is lost in the great number of votes 
cast in that city, and as long as the 
ruling powers of it will continue to be 
in the future, as they have been in the 
past, not only white men, but very ex- 
clusive white men at that, nothing will 
be heard of it. 
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Dignity for Ex-Presidents. 

It has long been a mooted question 
as to what place should be given to re- 
tiring presidents upon assuming their 
places in the ranks of the people. 

There are those who urge that an 
ex-president should. be provided for so 
that the nation may have advantage of 
his experience. This provision general- 
ly takes the shape of a suggestion that 
he should be an honorary member of 
the United States senate. There are 
others who maintain that the proper 
course for an ex-president to pursue is 
to resume the avocation of citizenship 
from which he was taken when he en- 
tered the white house. Of the two 
ideas, the more ‘American and the more 
practical one is that he should be one 
of the people again; that in this land 
of political equality the possession of 
office gives to a man no more rights 
than if he had never possessed it; that 
the only reward he can carry into re- 
tirement is a sense of duty well per- 
formed. 

While this futile discussion bobs up 
occasionally to enliven an idle hour, 
We have ex-presidents going to seed 
in our midst, anxious to be employed, 
solicitous to keep themselves in the 
public eye and seemingly at a loss as 
to what they should do. These re- 
marks are suggested by a recent letter 
written by ex-President Benjamin Har- 
rison, in which he urges the election of 
the republican ticket in Indiana, going 
on to allege that it is the duty of the 
people to sustain Mr. McKinley because 
during his term of office a war with 
Spain was one of the incidents, The 
usual letter from ex-President Cleve- 
land, advising the democrats of some 
state or other to beuntrue to their party 
platform, has not yet appeared, but there 
can be ho doubt that the mails are filled 
with private letters in which the work- 
ings of the ex-presidential mind are 
fully set forth. , 

It seems to us that in all decency 
there is one subject upon which an ex- 
president should be silent, and that is 
partisan politics. After having reached 
the highest office in the gift of the peo- 
ple, an ex-president could well afford to 
leave ordinary ward heeling to the 
“boys.” They have their fortunes yet 
to make, and it is unfair to them ag well 
as undignified in the ex-president to be 
busying himself about the corralling 
of votes. 

While it is hardly to be expected 
that ex-President Harrison and ex- 
President Cleveland will stand aside in 
order to let the procession pass, it must 
be stated to ex-President Harrison’s 
credit, that he is at least true to his 
party. If an ex-president must rush 
into print in self-recognition sf the itm- 
portance of his own position, he should 
at least have the consistency not to 
stab the party who made him what 
he is. 
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Only One and He’s Dead. 

If it be true that the man who has 
achieved beyond all of his fellows should 
die happy, then happy indeed should 
John Lyons, of Jersey City, be in death. 

The telegraphic dispatches have told 
only that John was asphyxiated. His 
body was found in his saloon a few 
mornings since and the room was filled 
with gas. Apparently, the old, old 
story; but there was a smile on John’s 
face. He had evidently died happy. 

And why not? An examination 
showed that by means of a tube so 
placed as to run around the meter, he 
had been systematically beating the gas 
company. He was getting gas that 
never touched the meter. To be sure, 
some of it killed him, but apparently he 
did not let that trouble him. 

He died happy in the consciousness 
that he had succeeded in beating the 
gas company. And why not? Had he 
not attained success beyond that of any 
other man?

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WHEN THE BOTTLE 
SHAPED POLITICS. 
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Times change, customs change and men 
change. 

Not many years ago the bottle was a 
powerful factor in politics. It inspire@ the 
eloquence of the majority of our public men 
ard many of our greatest statesmen were 
among its victims. Now only a few are 
bold enough to openly indulge in liquor to 
excess. 

It is said that a single glass’ of wine 
probably wrecked the democratic party in 
1860. The story is worth telling. After 
the breaking up of the national democratic 
convention at Charleston the party in Geor- 
gia held a state convention. Great excite- 
ment prevailed. The leaders of the party 
could not agree. It was a critical period. 

The majority report indorsed the seceders 
'.or bolters at Charleston, while the minority 
report opposed their action. The leading 
champion of the minority was Herschel V. 
Johnson and his follewers were confident 


the day. 

It is quite likely that such would have 
been the case but for an unfortunate mis- 
hap. Ex-Governor Johnson began his speech 
before the noon adjournment on the sec- 
ond day, and concluded after dinrfer. 

Old men who remember that speech say 
that it was a powerful argument, and the 
impression gained ground that after the 
noon recess the speaker would demolish his 
opponents with a few sledge hammer biows. 

But the over-confident friends of the mi- 
nority report were doomed to disappoint- 
ment. Johnson felt the straim of the morn- 
ihg session so much that he was unable 
to eat anything and he took a ‘glass of 
wine upon an empty stomach to strengthen 
himself. This was a fatal mistake. That 
one glass of wine perhaps changed the des- 
tiny of the nation! 

The great orator resumed his speech, but 
the wine had nauseated him. _He was hazy, 
verbose and unintelligible at times. His 
style and argument lacked vigor, consisten- 
cy and positiveness. His ‘friends looked at 
one another in despair. ‘The men on the 
other side were exultant. It was evident 
that the speaker had damaged his own 
cause, 

Then Howell Cobb and Henry R. Jackson 
followed each other fur the majority report. 
They spoke with an air of expectant tri- 
umph and captured the convention. 

The majority report was adopted. It is 
unnecessary to follow the history of the 
next few weeks. The national democracy 
was completely disrupted and put two tick- 
ets in the field. Lincoln was elected and 
the country was. plunged into a civil war. 
Had Johnson succeeded in inducing the 
Georgia convention to adopt his conserva- 
tive ideas it is safe to say that other south- 
ern states would have fallen in line with 
our commonwealth, and the national dcmo- 
cratic party would have remained united. 

This is the story of what a little glass 
of wine did. It ruined a great party, caused 
> a disastrous war, and besides the loss of 
life,-cost the south over four billions of 
dollars.

They invited him to a breakfast at the 
hotel, and for two hours forty politicians 
drank his health, and it Was necessary for 
him to take enough wine to kill any ordi- 
nary map, although 1% is hardly possible 
that he took elass for glass with them. 

The appointed ‘hour came. The platform 
was built outside of the dining room, and 
when the clock struck, the forty conspi-- 
ators were under the table snoozing away 
very comfortably. 

Mr. Prentiss calmly surveyed his fallen 
opponents, and then, cool 2nd serene as a 
May morning, stepped through the win- 
dow to the platform, and made one of the 
best speeches of his life, 

He died in his prime, a physical wreck. 


Johnson was generally able to 
take care of himself when he was drink- 
ing, but he once overstepped the limit.

The total value of them has been 
estimated at nearly $10,000,000. Among these 
magnificent gifts were twenty tiaras orna-

Died Last Night of Paeumonia. 
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HE WAS ILL ONLY A WEEK 


Passed Away at a Local Sanitarium at 
11 O'Clock Last Evening. 
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WAS PROMINENT LAWYER OF ALBANY 


Judge Jones Leaves a Wife and Four

JUDGE W. P. JONES, OF THE GEOR- 
gia legislature, from Dougherty county,’ 
died at the Elkin-Cooper sanitorium on 
Luckie Street last night at 11 o'clock. The 
death of Judge Jones was due to an attack 
of pneumonia, which was contracted at the 
capitol just one week ago and with whick 
he had been dangerously ill since that time.

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STRADLEY’S STRONG SERMON. 


His Talk Was on “The Food of the 
Soul,’”’ and Was One of Interest 
and Earnestness. 

The congregation at Trinity church yes- 
terday morning completely filled the spa- 
| Clous auditorium. The singing by the choir 
of the church was of the very highest or- 
der. attenticn was given to. Dr. 
Stradley’s sermon upon “I kood of the 
Soul,’”” based upon the scripture, ‘‘He that 
eateth my flesh and drinketh my blood 
dwelieth in me and I in him.’’ 

Attention was first called to the light to 
be thad upon the text by. studying it in the 
light of the context. Jesus the day before 
bad fed 5,000 hungry people with a few 
loaves and fishes. He was now teaching 
the multitude in the synagogue at Caper- 
naum and exhorting them to have faith in 
jim. They replied demanding a sign such 
as their fathers had had in the wilderness, 
when God fed them on bread from heaven. 
To this Jesus rejoined that He offered 
them che greatest of miracles, inasmuch as 
He gave them the true bread from heaven 
in His person,. which was given for the 
life of the world. His body was meat and 
His blood was drink indeed. They were 
to feed on His doctrine and His’ atoning 
death until their dead souls were quickened 
into life. 

The next point was that religion’ was a 
necessity to men and not a mefes luxury. 
Jesus likened himself to water, to bread, to 
meat, Men are given ¢o thinking that their 
temporal affairs are to be attended to first, 
and when they have nothing to 
that they ¢an care for their souls. Jesus 
says, “Seek ye first the kingdom ol 
heaven.” We can get on wifhout anything 
else, but Wwe cannot subsist without the 
bread of life. 

The closing thought was that che spiritual 
life was a thing of the heart and not of 
externals. Much of Christ's preaching was 
directed against the ritualism and formal- 
ism of His day. The Pharisees were occu- 
pied wth the cleansing of the outer life, 
Christ with that of the heart. 

We were to feed upon Him by faith until 
His truth and iis character were implanted 
in our innermSdst nature, just as the food 
we eat is assimilated and made a part of 
our bodies. This thought he illustrated 
forcibly by the parable of the vine and the 
branches, by frequent reference to the 
closeness and sacredness of the marital 
relationship, ana in this immediate connec- 
tion by reference to the oneness of himself 
and his Father. 

We are to be as closely incorporated itn 
Christ as Christ is incorporated in God. 

An earnest appeal was made to all pres- 
ent to accept Ohrist in this perfect way, so 
that they would have no desire, no appetite 
for the empty husks of sin. For it is a fact 
that we may destroy all relish for the 
good by constam indulgence in the evil, just 
as children destroy their appetites and 
health by eating sweets. 

The pastor pleaded with his people to 
know more or Christ and be more thorough- 
iv confirmed to His character.

The men of the 
Second Georgia did not care to be outdone 
by the troops of the First Georgia, and for 
this reason many who have no positions 
open to them in business and who had no 
families to care for made up their minds 
at the late hour to stay with the regiment. 

It has been made plain to the troops by 
the company commanders that the com- 
pany organizations as they exist at present 
will be preserved as far as possible, and 
that the soldiers that are transferred from 
the First regiment will be put in com- 
panies by themselves, with officers from 
that regiment.

An hour later he 
heard a great noise on the second floor 
of the prison, and going up there, found 
the chair piled up in the corridor. The 
woman had broken it into kindling wood 
and shoved it, piece by piece, through the 
bars of the door. When she saw the turn- 
key she said very quietly and gently: 

“I am very sorry I had to break your 
chair, but there was somebdy staring at 
me and I had to make a noise to frighten 
hint away. I will get you a new chair and 
will not act in such a manner again.”’ 

Then her manner suddenly changed and 
she glared about her as she exclaimed ex- 
citedly: 

“Wait a minute. I have a piece of that 
chair left which I must finish up,” and 
as she said this she began to beat the 
stee] bottom of her cell with a leg of the 
chair, making a noise which could be 
heard out in the streets. 

Turnkey Crusselle was apprehensive that 
the woman might get ill and die in the 
prison, and he went to the acting chief 
of police and the captain of the evening 
watch, and with their consent he sent for 
City Physician Hurt. Dr. Hurt said he 
could do nothing for the patient and that 
she ought to be sent to the lunatic asylum. 

The barracks attaches were anxious to 
ascertain why none of the woman’s female 
relatives did not show up. Her husband 
called once during the evening, but was 
powerless to lend any assistance. Mrs. 
Francis’s sister called yesterday morning. 

Both of the twins, which were born to 
Mrs. Francis at the police barracks about 
two weeks ago, are dead. 

Saturday night the crazed woman scream- 
ed out on one accasion: 

“Where is my baby? Why did they take 
my baby from me? I believe it is hidden 
in this awful place. I see its clothes hang- 
ing on the wall. If you don't bring me 
my baby I will kill somebody.’’ 

A writ of lunacy will probably be taken 
out for Mrs. Francis today and she will 
be tried before the ordinary. Unless her 
condition improves, she will create a sen- 
gation when she is arraigned. 


BAILIFF ANDERSON IN JAIL. 


He Was Unable To Pay His Fine.

Bailiff Nat Anderson has been sent to the 
county jail “because he was not able to 
Taise at once the fine of $250 and coss of 
court which was imposed upon him when he 
was tried for shooting M. Y. Davenport.

$ Council will meet in regular session 
this afternoon, and much routine 
work will be done. 


The city council will meet in regular 
Session at the city hal] this afternoon at 3 
o'clock. As it has been three weeks since 
& regular meeting has been held, it is 
probable a good deal of business will be 
transacted. 

It was thought the committee on electric 
and other railroads, which has charge of 
the new depot matter, would be ready to 
report. On account of the inability of the 
members to hold a conference with the 
railroad officials, however, last week, no 
report can be made. No action whatever, 
therefore, may be taken on the depot ques- 
tion this afternoon. 

Major Thomas, president of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railway, 
has signified an intention of being in At- 
lanta some day this week to confer with 
the members of the commiteee as to the 
depot. Mayor Collier 


the committee prepares its report before 
council meets again in two weeks hence. 

It is impossible to tell just now what 
the outcome of this depot matter will be. 
Things appear to be in something of a 
muddie. The railroad officials want to close 
Pryor street and build on the present site, 
and the electric and other railways com- 
mittee of council has unanimously passed 
a resolution against it. The railroads are 
compelled to do something before their 
thirty. days of grace allowed by the rail- 
road commission expires, and it is likely 
this week will bring some important de- 
velopments. 

It is hardly probable the franchise con- 
troversy between the Comsolidated and the 
Atlanta Street Railway Companies will be 
brought up this afternoon, unless some new 
petitions are presented, and these are not 
expected. Mayor Collier has vetoed the pa- 
pers allowing rights of way to the Con- 
solldated company, and has approved the 
papers allowing franchises to the Atlanta 
company. The veto was caused by the 
fact that the measures required the At- 
lanta company to give transfers, and made 
no such requirement of the Consolidated, 
and that no bridge charge was made the 
Consolidated for extra cars on Nelson 
Street bridge. 

From present indications, no effort will 
be made this afternoon to pass the Con- 
solidated papers over the mayor's veto. It 
would take a two-thirds majority of coun- 
cil to do so, and from a careful pol of the 
solons made by a Constitution representa- 
tive last week, there are more than 
enough votes to sustain the mayorto defeat 
such an attempt. 

The Consolidated eompany has several 
petitions naw in the hands of the electric 
railway committee asking for various fran- 
chises and extensions, which have never 
been acted on. It is probable this com- 
mittee will take up these matters in the 
near future. 

There will be numerous petitions and pa- 
pers before council this afternoon, and the 
session will probably last some time. 
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First Public Meeting Occurred Yester- 
day Afternoon—One Small Can- 
didate Was Initiated. 

The first public meeting of the Junior

Reference Was Made by the Bishop to 
Several Atlanta Episcopal Pastors 
Who Have Died Recently. 
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A congregation that filled every corner 
of the edifice was present yesterday morn- 
ing in attendance on the impressive memo- 
rial exercises of the Protestant Episcopal 
church held at St. Luke’s in memory of the 
late loved pastor. Rev, John Gass. The in- 
terior of the church had been suitably 
draped in. white, and the chancel and with n 
it, the altar, were prettily arranged with 
flowers and potted piants. 

Bishop Nelson conducted the services in 
memory of the late pastor, assisted by Rev. 
Benjamin T. Hall, acting pastor, and Rev. 
H. Bajdwin, dean, now of Savannah. A 
special programme of inusic selected by 
Mrs. Gass, widow of the late pastor, and 
arranged by Stewart MacClain, choir mas- 
ter, was rendered as follows: 

Processional, ‘‘Peace, Perfect Peace:” 
communion service, Tours in F; offertory, 
“For All Thy Saints;’’ recessional, ‘Those 
Eternal Bowers.’ D. G. Warner Was, the 
organist. 

Bishop Nelson, who preached the memo- 
rial sermon, referred in eulogistic terms 
to the former pastors of St. Luke’s as men 
who thad become foremost in works of 
plety, and who had materially assisted in 
placing the Episcopal church in the south 
in its present gratifying position among 
religions. Among them he referred by 
name to one of the first of the hate pastors 
now deceased, Rev. W. C. Williams, Bishop 
John C. Beckwith and Rev. Dr. Robert 
South Barrett.. 

Of him, in memory of whom these ser- 
vices were held, Bishop Nelson said: 

‘Rev. John Gass, though with his con- 
gregation but a few short months until he 
was called away to reap his reward, had 
left an indelible impression and hig noble 
work, in the cause he had devoted his life 
to, would live after him and bear good fruit. 
He was a man of natural gifts and in the 
broad field to which had been called and at 
once set to work to develop those God- 
given traits with which he had been en- 
dowed. His mind was indeed a grand one. 
broad fleld to which he had been called he at 
narrow spirit, but from the conviction 
within him that he was right in 
his views. Those who knew him kenw 
him but to love and admire and 
to implicitly believe in him, Sixteen 
years ago Rev. John Gass was admitted to 
the diaconate of the Ep'seopal church. He 
was proud to be called one of God’s min- 
isters. He was a true shepherd and happy 
in his care of the flock placed in ‘his gentle 
care. Though he lived not to see the fruits 
of his care and love, they live and will ever 
live after him. He was taken away in the 
flower of ‘his work, and though we mourn, 
yet God knows what is best.”’ 

An eloquent praye” was, at the conclusion 
of the addregs, offered up by Bishop Nelson 
and the congregation for the repose of the 
late pastor and his predecessors. 

Rey. John Gass died Friday, August 26th 
last, at Pendleton, S. C., while away on a 
vacation given him by the congregation, 
having been pastor of St. Luke’s but about 
three months. In that short time he had 
worked very hard and had bettered the 
congregation of St. Luke’s in many ways.

blv or executive power of this state.
